SAYS SACRIFICES HAKE 
UBERTIES POSSIBLE 



The remains of Gert Larsen 
which, after cremation, had been 
sent to Newmarket from Scot- 
land for burial, reposed upon a 
flag-draped pedestal in the 
Roadhouse and Rose funeral 
chapel for a memorial service 
for the Norwegian air force boy 
on Saturday afternoon. Mem- 
bers of Newmarket town coun- 
cil, along with many other 
friends of the family, were in 

attendance. 

Rev. A. B. Stein conducted the 

service, choosing as a text the 
words of the warrior apostle 
Paul: "I am now ready to be 
offered and the time ol my de- 
parture is at hand. I have 
fought a good fight I have fin- 
ished my course, I ha%'e kept 
the faith. Henceforth there is 
laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness, which the Lord 
the righteous judge shall give 
me at that day." 

Mr. Stein said that "while 
these words apply particularly 
to the preaching of the Gospel 
by a servant of God, there is a 
real sense in which the deceased 
has had to face similar decisions 
to those of the apostle, so that 
freedom for others to preach 
that same Gospel might be 
retained by our nation today. It 
is by the sacrifice of the deceas- 
ed, and many others like him, 
who feel the weight of duty 
more than they fear death, that 
our national, personal, and reli- 
gious liberties are preserved. 

"Our Saviour, long ago, said, 

'Greater love hath no man than 
this, that a man lay down his 
life for his friend/ and then 
He went forth to Calvary bear- 
ing the penalty of a world's sin. 
Here today we sec that principle 
expressed by Christ exemplified 
by the one whose memory we 
revere. There is a very real 
sense in which his life has been 
given for us, and the remem- 
brance of that life sacrificed 
should help us to realize to a 
greater extent the meaning and 
worth of Calvary." 

Mr. Stein said that "the Word 
of God rather than human spec- 
ulation is a real source of com- 
fort to the bereaved," and taking 
the phrases of the text showed 
how the successive steps in the 
case of the inspired apostle were 
illustrative of the experience of 
the deceased. 

The ashes were interred in 
the Veterans' plot at Newmarket 
cemetery.

FROM JAPANESE CAMP 



Mr. and Mrs. Douglas Cooper, 
Sutton, have received a letter, 
dated Aug. 23, 1943, from their 
son, Rfmn. Fred Cooper, who is 
a prisoner of war in Japan. He 
was taken prisoner at Hong 
Kong. 

"I've been thinking of you a 

lot lately," he writes. "I hope 

you are in good health. I am 

well, still working. It has been 

some time since I saw you, but 
the time passes quickly. Uncle 
Bill is not with me at the present 
time. He was feeling fine when 
I saw him last. I suppose things 
will be changed a lot at home. 
I won't know the boys. How is 
Uncle Bill and family? Hope 
thev are all well. Glad that 
Uncle Bob Malt has s Hood job. 
Sorry to hear of grandmother's 
death. Please remember me to 
the neighbors. Keep your chins 
up. Hope to be with you all 
soon." 

Mr. and Mrs. Cooper have also 
received a card from their son. 
It was dated May 30, 1943, and 
reads: "Received your letter. 
Glad to know everyone is well. 
Wc arc in good health, I sure 
wish I was home now. You 
were lucky to get the turkey. 
Glad to know the boys are 
home. Uncle Bill got a letter, 
too. I was surprised to hear of 
the marriages. Hope to hear 
from you soon." 

The "Uncle Bill" referred to 
in the letter and card is Wm. 
Holstockt Sutton, also a Japan- 
ese prisoner. Mrs. Holstock is 
at present living at Jackson's 
Point. Until recently, Fred, and 
hi3 uncle were in the same camp.

DOCTOR TELLS 
OF HUNGER IN 

SUNNY ITALY 



Capt. J. Gordon Cock, in peace 
time a Newmarket physician and 
surgeon, sends greetings to all his 
Newmarket friends from "sunny 
Italy." He regrets that, due to 
his sudden move to the Mediterran- 
ean, he was unable to send any 
Christmas greetings. 

His unit has just opened up a 
lOO-bed hospital in. an Italian mon- 
astery. "We moved in from tents 
today and the change meets with 
uni\*ersal approval." he writes. 
"Despite the famous Italian climate, 
those tents were bitterly cold. As 
the power stations have all been 
wrecked, we work by candle-light 
and it's a continual scrounge to get 
enough of them. 

"I'm not permitted to tell you 
about the trip out here. Suffice it 
to say that we had a few days 
stormy weather. On the whole, it 
was reasonably pleasant. The 
famous blue of the Med. was not 
seen. Instead, it was grayish and 
covered with white caps. 

"On landing I had to proceed with 
a small advance party to take over 
cur lines. On the way wc halted to 
Inquire the route- Some Italian 
took that opportunity to use our 

torry as a screen and from It 
directed a stream of tommy-gun 
fire at some assailant across the 
street, who of course returned the 
fire. Needless to say, we got out 
of the way in a hurry. That was 
our introduction to the people. 

"The citizens act very friendly 
and refer ' to Mussolini with a 
•hroat-slitling gesture. But their 
behavior is not entirely convinc- 
ing 

"Of course they exploit us terrib- 
ly and prices have sky-rocketed in 
a few weeks. Many of the beggars, 
and there arc thousands of them. 
are probably legitimate. It was 
rather heart-rending to push 

swarms of them away .from our re- 
fuse dump when they would search 
for crusts of bread and bits of meat. 
And yet last night five of us bought 
rine pounds of T-bone steak In a 
large shop In the main village 
square. 

"At last I have been cured of one 
of my ambitions. Never will I want 
to visit Italy. The filth of the place 
is simply appalling. It may be 
different in peace time. 

"The day we landed a lad came 
uo and spoke to us. It was Tom 
Warby of Newmarket. We had n 
long chat together. Some years 
ago I had to amputate one of his 
thumbs. On the boat was Russell 
Terry from Newmarket. In our 
unit we have a youngster named 
Trent from Aurora.

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COUNCIL ENDORSED 

The Newmarket municipal voting seems to 
indicate that the public is pleased with the work 
done by its 1943 councillors. The voting was 
light but it can be assumed that the result 
would have been much the same if there had 
been twice as many voters. . 

Mr. Spillette again leads the council poll, with 
Mr. Vale, in third place last year, almost gaming 
the lead position which he won in his first rim 
for council nine years ago. 

Mr. Carter loses out but comes within striking 
distance of gaining a council seat Another year 
he may well make it. There was an unfair 
tendency to blame Mr. Carter this year for "caus- 
ing an election." He did not cause the election 
any more than any other candidate. 

Our councillors used to complain because no 
one would run for. the council- In the eight 
years between the election when Mr. Vale led 
the council poll and this year's vote there have 
been acclamations for the councillors six years. 
One year (December, 1937) only five councillors 
qualified and the town had the expense of a 
second nomination. 

The lack of candidates was not due to a desire 
to avoid an election and save the town expense, 
for in most of these years there were votes for 
mayor, reeve or deputy-reeve or on some other 
question (two beverage room votes, Hydro- 
Electric contract. Office Specialty assessment and 
tv/o-year term). 

There was a lack of interest in the council seats. 
Members of the council professed to be disgusted 
with the lack of public interest A year and a 
half ago the council passed a by-law providing 
for remuneration for council members. One 
purpose was to interest more people in serving 
the town. 

And yet when following this change other 
candidates come forward, last year and this year, 
there is a tendency on the part of the councillors 
to stand together against all comers, and to in- 
vite the public to vote for the sitting council en 
bloc. This year, when there was the council 
contest only and only seven candidates for the 
six seats, the business man (and the public is 
always crying for business men in government) 
who came forward is made a victim of a "causing 
an election" boycott. 

It is interesting to note that Mr. Perks, who 
broke into the council last year, held his fourth 
position. Mr. Vale is the only member of the 
1943 council who polled more votes this year than 
last, 437 compared with 398.- There were 
probably less voters this year. There were 
2,567 votes divided among seven candidates 
(average of 367) compared with 2,920 votes 
among eight candidates (average of 365) last 
year. 

All the councillors are to be congratulated. 
They have gone before the public and have been 
endorsed. They can feel that they speak with 

public support. 



STAY "IN HOGS" 

Canada's reduced hog contract, the dominion 
government's apparent decision to allow hog 
production to fall off and the various explana- 
tions offered as to why the contract is being 
reduced are not easy to understand. H. H. 
Hannam, president of the Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture, quotes Lord Woolton, until recently 
Britain's minister of food, but now switched to 
reconstruction, as saying a short time ago: "In 
12 months from today we shall be lucky if we 
still can have one shilling two pence (about 25 
cents) vorlh of meat weekly." Mr. Hannam 
comme .;s; "Obviously the British ministry* of 
food has not asked Canada to cut down her bacon 
quota for the British people." 

Since Mr. Hannam wrote his comment. In 
which he said that farmers are "now disillusion- 
ed/' there is a new explanation from the Can- 
adian minister of agriculture, Mr. Gardiner, that 
Canada is tapering off her hog production so that 
when after the war Britain switches to Danish 
bacon Canadian farmers will not be left holding a 
bag full of pigs. 

If we are thinking in such terms, why don't we 
start tapering off the rest of our war effort and 
bring our soldiers and airmen home, so that 
there won't be too many of them over in Britain 
with nothing to do should the war in Europe end 
suddenly? It would be just as sensible. It is 
questionable if all our Allied fighting men could 
be used against Japan, but all our bacon (even 
the 600,000,000 pounds of the expiring contract, 
now reduced to 450,000,000 pounds for the next 
two years) could be used by Britain alone, even 
if the war were to end. 

Denmark will not be a bacon-exporting country 
immediately. Nobody knows whether Germany 
will leave a single pig in Denmark. And there 
will be not only Britain, but all Europe to feed. 
The European war is not won yet, even though 
it may be nearly won. Relief and reconstruction 
of the European continent have not begun yet 

The- Canadian Federation of Agriculture makes 
a reasonable request when it asks that Can- 
ada help to pay the extra cost of Britain's bacon, 
as the result of the increased cost of feed, but of 
the money which Canada is giving to Britain any- 
way. Whatever the government has done or may 
do, however, Canadian farmers have a duty too 
to do the thing which they think will help 
Britain and the world. The 450,000,000 pounds Is 
a minimum requirement, not a maximum, and 
patriotic farmers will continue to produce hogs. 
Good farmers will make money out of Ihcm. 



It is not always easy to agree with Arthur W. 
Roebuck, M.P., former attorney-general of 
Ontario, but we think he would have the ap- 
proval of the man who wrote "How to Win 
Friends and Influence People" when he says: 
'The man who criticizes the C.CJF. program of 
reform is understood by the people to be opposed 
to reform- We Liberals are not opposed to re- 
form. We have the same objectives as the C.CF., 
only we are going by a different road. The 
condemnations and criticisms the C.C.F. received 
in the last election did not hurt that party. The 
reason this organization (Toronto Central Liberal 
Association) hasn't a larger membership is be- 
cause it has not offered the people an intellectual 
menu. A political party must cultivate a 
thoughtful electorate." 

If the press of Canada keeps up its present 
intensive campaign against the C.C.F., the C.C.F- 
will make a grand showing in the next federal 
election. Instead of condemning the C.C.F., and 
its solutions for our social and economic problems, 
those who don't like those solutions should give 
those same problems some study and offer al- 
ternative suggestions but not so-called "free 
enterprise." That is the disease, not the cure. 



THUS FAR. NO FARTHER 

It is only a few years ago that Collingwood 
voted in favor of the establishment of a liquor 
store. Now the same town, even with a sub- 
stantia] influx of war workers, has voted 2,532 to 
649 against the establishment of beverage rooms. 
The value of the secret ballot, and the worthless- 
ness of petitions (for anyone will sign them), are 
evidenced by the fact that there were less than 
half as many votes for the beverage rooms as 
there were signatures on the petition.

The United Farmers of Ontario will merge 
with the Ontario Federation of Agriculture. The 
U.F.O. does not go out of existence through 
weakness but rather to avoid duplication and to 
join forces with the Federation of Agriculture. 
The U.F.O. would have no difficulty in carrying 
on, for its business affiliate, the United Farmers 
Co-operative Co., has become an increasingly 
successful business, with a huge annual turn- 
over. 

The U. F. Co-operative Co. is a competitive, 
capitalist enterprise, and yet it is also a socialized 
or socialist enterprise, for it pays its dividends 
largely to its customers, in accordance with the 
volume of their "patronage." Co-operatives are 
hardheaded business enterprises, and the despair 
of those who like to separate the sheep and the 
goats, the capitalists and the socialists. 

Even public ownership enterprises, less 
desirable than co-operative enterprises because 
there seems to be no way of removing them from 
government influence or interference, are capital- 
ist. They use capital. They are also socialist. 
J. B. Priestley writes of post-war Britain: "There 
will of course be a welcome lifting of various 
irksome war-time restrictions. But we shall be 
compelled to retain elaborate government con- 
trols of industry, and probably to put many 
essential services on a basis of public ownership. 
Competitive private enterprise, except in small- 
scale luxury* trades, will be something we shall 
not be able to afford. We shall probably be 
socialists in everything but name."

THE POST OFFICE 






(The Canadian Veteran) 

When the full story of the war comes to be 
written it is to be hoped that the post office of 
Canada will receive its due share of credit for 
the magnificent job which it has done under most 
trying conditions. 

It has, of course, received its full share of 
"kicks." That, by the very nature of the con- 
ditions under which it has had to work, is in- 
evitable. It has not always, because of reasons 

of security, been able to disclose all the factors 
which created certain situations, and consequent- 
ly at times has had to accept a certain degree of 
criticism to which it was not justly entitled. 
That such criticism has. considering the magni- 
tude of the task performed by the post office, 
been extremely rare is a tribute to the manner 
in which Canada's mail, and particularly that to 
its men and women on service, has been handled. 

Communications and parcels from home are of 
outstanding importance to those who are far 
away fighting their country's battles. The 
various slep» taken by the post office of Canada 
to ensure speedy, accurate and modem methods 
of delivery provide a refreshing comparison to 
other wars when those who went out "into the 
blue" were cut off from home news for long 
periods. 

The job which the post office has had to do is, 
to a layman, almost unbelievable. When it is 
remembered that Christmas mail to the forces 
overseas alone this year amounted to the 
enormous total of 179,802 bags, some Idea of the 
task can be gained. A tremendous increase of 
domestic mail has helped to complicate the situ- 
ation. Shortage of experienced help, as in other 
businesses, has hit the post office hard. 

And the job has been done — and well done. By 
the very nature of its business the Canadian 
Veteran is in close and constant contact with the 
machinery of the post office. It is particularly 
interested in those who make the wheels go round 
because, from the postmaster-general. Col. W. P. 
Mulock, down through the ranks a very large 
proportion of those who keep the mails moving 
are ex-service men. Joined with them, of course, 
are many men now wearing uniform, particularly 
members of the postal corps who, with women 
front the services, are playing their part 

To them all, postmaster-general, department 
Official, man in uniform, the "postic'' on the 
street and in the camp, the thousand and one 
others who play their par! ; the Canadian Veteran 
would like to pay its tribute at this time of yoar 
for n grand job well done under most difficult 
conditions.

TO THE EDITOR 



Editor, The Era and Express; In 
view of the many conflicting and 
In some cases misleading state- 
ments that are being made almost 
daily with regard to the policies of 
the party of which t have the honor 
to be a member, being the Co-opera- 
tive Commonwealth Federation, I 
think I should again state, as I did 
during the recent election cam- 
paign, some of Its aims and objec- 
tives. 

In the first place, this party was 
organized and sponsored by Cana- 
dian citizens who realized that 

neither of the old parties were pre- 
pared to bring down the kind of 
legislation that was necessary for 
the well-being of the great majority 
of the people. The reason for the 
failure of the old parties In this re- 
gard was very apparent— both part- 
ies permitted the vested and monop- 
olistic interests to control and dic- 
tate their policy, as indeed they are 
doing at the present time. It was 
clearly demonstrated in the 1930 
and 1935 dominion elections when, 
first, the Conservative party was 
swept Into power by virtue of prom- 
ises made by R. B. Bennett re un- 
employment etc., and, secondly, the

the necessary adjustment in our 
social order.

eTeetEons and provlnclal-federsJ by- 
electlons In this country clearly 
show that the handwriting Is on the 
wall and I note with some satisfac- 
tion that the cries of the represen- 
tatives of the monopolistic Interests 

become longer and toudcr as the 
CC.F. grows stronger. They are 
trying to repeatedly raise the bogey 
of confiscation in so far as the farm 
and home Is concerned. 

This, of course, is untrue, as my 
party j s definitely a farmer-labor 
party, which was formed to make 
it possible for both the urban 
worker and the farmer to own his 
farm and house outright, and to 
assure both an adequate annual In- 
come. I am sure that In spite of 
all the window dressing that Is be- 
ing given to proposed legislation, 

federally and provlndatlv. It will 

finally be the responsibility of a 

COP. government to bring down 
the necessary legislation. The prac- 
tice of resorting to political ex- 
pediency In order to catch votes at 
election time is something that a 
dissatisfied electorate will not tol- 
erate much longer.

■Jrustee Mrs. J. C. R. Edwards 
gave Newmarket public school 
board at the King George school 
on Friday evening a report on 
the convention of the Ontario 
Public School Trustees and Rate- 
payers Association. 

Dr. J. T. Phair, chief medical 
officer of health for the prov- 
ince, Mrs. Edwards said, told 
the convention that today ''pub- 
lic health services embrace full 
physical examination of all 

pupils, dental check-ups, im- 
munization against diphtheria 
and scarlet fever, vaccination 
against smallpox, supervision of 
pupils with tuberculosis, mental 
hygiene, nutrition, eyesight, 

hearing and many other phases, 
working with the teachers and 
parents." 

"Where? H questioned Trustee 
Dr. G. E. Case. . 

"It is done In many larger 
centres,*' said Mrs. Edwards. 

Dr. Phair said, Mrs. Edwards 
continued, that Dr. R. P. Vivian, 
minister of health, had no 
statement ready but that "an 
even more acceptable health 
scheme was being studied and 
prepared." 

Mrs. Edwards reported that 
Premier George Drew had said 
that "we should use the full 
power of education in building 
our citizens of tomorrow. Even 
in the midst of war England is 
expanding her educational facili- 
ties beyond anything she has 
undertaken before, not only ed- 
ucation for the children but for 
adults as welL People must be 
educated to make a living for 
themselves, but education has 
failed if those people have not 
learned how to live as well. 
Education should embody reli- 
gious training and should teach 
the child that he has a responsi- 
bility to the state, to Canada and 
to God." 

Assistant Chief Inspector C. F. 
Cannon, Mrs. Edwards reported, 
said that "teachers* salaries have 
increased in Ontario to the 
point where out of 8,000 teachers 
only 172 are receiving less than 
$900 a year, and 2,306 are receiv- 
ing $1,200 or over." He feels 
that there is still room for 
greater increase in salaries and 
for better trained teachers. His 
advice to trustees is to hire the 
best teachers available, pay them 
good salaries, give them respon- 
sibility and leave them alone. 
Mr. Cannon reported that a 
splendid start has been made in 
religious training, for now 832 
clergymen teach religious train- 
ing in 2,000 classrooms. 

Mrs. Edwards said that he 
held East York up as a shining 
example o( m citizens vitally in- 
terested in "education and said 
that that township was making 
great strides in education, music, 
health and training for citizen- 
ship of both its youth and adults. 
The board members thanked 
Mrs. Edwards for her report. 
Those present were Mrs. Ed- 
wards, L. H. Bovair, Dr. Case 
and Secretary R. L. Prilchard. 
Frank Dothwcll was absent be- 
cause of illness. 

Principal H. A. Jackson re- 
ported that the average attend- 
ance for November was only 512 
compared with 535 in October. 
There had been 863 pupil days 
lost clue to illness. 

"That is high," commented Mr. 
Pritcharcl. The percentage at- 
tendance for November was 91.7 
compared with over 05 in Sep- 
tember and October. 

After discussion the board ex- 
pelled a child for "persistent 
truancy" and asked that the 
York County Children's Aid So- 
ciety look into the case. 

On the motion of Dr. Case and 
Mrs. Edwards, the board asked 
the Home and School Association 
for co-operation in sponsoring 
an exhibition of local art during 
the winter months.

Then came the speakers. Mrs.

Walts, M.B.E., president of the 
Federated Country Women of 
the World, of a representative 
frorn the Hamilton area, Mrs. 
Lloyd Lymburner, of Mrs. P. W. 
Merry of the Guelph area, Mrs. 
Frank Hawson from the Simcoe 
area, also Mrs. Holmes, president 
of the Federated Women's Insti- 
tutes of Ontario. Too, Mrs. Hut- 
cheson of Australia and Mrs.

After a summer of taking care 
of a half-acre garden, or so. bouse 
plants may seem a small thing to 
bother with. But it's time to 
choose some plants now, if you in- 
tend to have some cheerful flow- 
ers or maybe foliage plants to 
erace your abode for the next 

drab one half year. 

For the busy person there is. 
of course, all the cacti ami thick- 

leafed plants such as aspidistras 
and rubber-plants that take very 
little looking after and some of 
which seem to thrive on being 
forgotten. Most cacti are true 
Americans, as we have many dif- 
ferent ones native to this contin- 
ent. 

The best known one is possibly 
the Christmas cactus, called so 
because it usually flowers around 
the holidays. It has a lovely Latin 
name. Zygocactus Truncatus. Be- 
ing .one of the orchid cacti, it has 
bunches" of fuchsia-like pink blos- 
soms at the end of the leaves.. It 
grows to quite a size, likes more 
moisture than most cacti and 
doesn't mind shade. They don't 
like frost, however. Sixty to 
seventy degrees is perfect. 

When planting cacti use a light 
sandy soil, so that excess water 
may drain away. As a rule, water 
only when the soil is dry. This 
may be within a few days or it 
may be weeks, depending on the 

dryness of the atmosphere in the 
room. Glazed pots dry out much 
more slowly and use less water. 
Don't over-water and kill your 
cacti with kindness, and you will 
have complete success. 

Christmas cactus should have a 
rest from July to September. 
When it starts turning a reddish 
color, bring it in the house, work 
some dried cow manure into the 
top-soil, keep It watered and it 
should reward you with many blos- 
soms. 

Water all cacti front below if pos- 
sible. Raising cacti is a grand 
hobby. One finds something new 
every time one looks at them, par- 
ticularly through a magnifying 
glass.

partment? 

Are these assets a gift from 
the town to the commission or 
does the commission begin busi- 
ness with a debt to the town? 

- Councillor Dr. G. A. C. Gun- 
ton put these questions to his 
fellow councillors on Monday 
evening. 

44 The assets still belong to the 
town," said Mayor Frank Under- 
bill. "They are all transferred 
to the commission." 

"Including the $2,000 bond?" 
asked Dr. Gunton. 

"Oh yes," said Mayor Under- 
bill. 

"The Hydro officials have the 
commission books all set up," 
said Clerk A. C. A. Willis. 

Councillor Ross Linton 
thought that the Hydro account- 
ants were regarding the new 
town clerk's office, toward 
which the light department paid 
S2.500, as partly belonging to 
the commission. 

Mayor Underbill said that the 
Hydro could not do that, and 
indicated that the building be- 
longed to the town. 

Mr. Willis said that the Hydro 
was not considering the building 
a commission asset, but was 
agreeing to pay 30 percent of 
the expense of the building after 
deducting the rental of the up- 
stair apartment. 

"Is there any choice?" Coun- 
cillor A. A. Cook asked about 
the by-law. "Does there have 
to be a commission?" 

"Yes." said Councillor Linton. 
"The people voted in favor of 
it last year." 

"Some people think that the 
council could avoid a commis- 
sion," said Mr. Cook. 

Councillor Gunton said that 
there had been some incorrect 
statements made on the subject. 
"It was stated that the town 
could have either a council 
committee or a commission 
operate the Hydro business. But 
we have since learned that vil- 
lages and townships have a 
choice, a town must have a com- 
mission." • 

The by-law, prepared by Soli- 
citor Lome C. Jjec t provided for 
three Hydro commissioners. 

"Three members are preferable 
to five for efficient business," 
said the mayor. The mayor and 
two elected members, one elect- 
ed every other year, will make 
up the commission. 

"Does this council decide if 
'he commissioners are to be 
oaicl?" asked Reeve C. A. Mal- 
low 

"Yes," we decide," said Mr. 
Linton. 

Mayor Underbill explained 
that the council would continue 
lo operate the water department. 
The town could have a public 
utilities commission to operate 
hoth water and light depart- 
ments. 

"I thought it better to try out 
the Hydro commission and then 
if we want to we can put both 
water and light under a utilities 
commission," said Mayor Under- 
bill. 

"There would have to be a 
vote of the people to put water 
under a public utilities com- 
mission," said Mr. Lee.

ALL IS NOT GOLD THAT 
GLITTERS, SAYS REP. 

Much interest has been arous- 
ed by a feature article In a Tor- 
onto daily about an European 
refugee farmer in western On- 
tario who has supposedly evolv- 
ed a miraculous pasture mixture 
that promises to revolutionize 
dairying in Ontario. Many York 
county fanners have become en- 
thused, it is said, and some 
drove many long miles to see 
this farm and another group in- 
vited the promoter to come to the 
county to address a gathering of 
neighbors. 

A word of caution Is being 
issued by Agricultural Represent- 
ative W. M. Cockburn, warning 
farmers that "all is not gold that 
glitters." Equally good pasture 
mixtures are being recommended 
by our experimental stations and 
colleges but they do not sell the 
seeds nnd thus farmers have a 
chance to purchase them at retail 
prices. Of course anyone seeding 
down a permanent pasture should 
put the soil in good fertile con- 
dition beforehand. . 

"The story referred to appar- 
ently did not mention supple- 
mentary feeds to enable the 
farmer to carry such a heavy 
stock," soys Mr, Cockburn. 
"There is a farmer in York county 
who owns 75 acres and keeps 
around 70 head of cattle, by rent- 
ing another 25 acres, and he also 
feeds brewers' grains. Use a 
variety of hardy, long growing 
season grasses and clovers on fer- 
tile land seeded heavy to choke 
out weeds. Many a thin seeding 
is choked out by weeds. An ex* 
cellent folder Is available from 
the Ontario department of agri- 
culture or the O.A.C, entitled 
'Good Seed Mixtures for Hay and 
Pasture in Ontario.'"

Conclusions reached were 
that regular examinations, early 
diagnosis and pre-natal and post- 
natal examinations arc. in the 
community, the responsibility of 
the individual. 

A municipal clinic was held last 
year for prevention of diphtheria, 
under the direction of Dr. O. W. E. 
Macpherson, M.O.H., for pre-school 
and school children. Money spent 
for preventive medicine j» negligible 
i but on medical services ranging 
fiom $5 to $75 and up. 

Free dental services were spon- 
sored at the school and several of 
the Newmarket Kant group learned 
of preventive measures through the 
Red Cross nursing class. A Junior 
Red Cross at the school teaches 
lulea of health and sanitation and 
the care of the body. 
_ Immediate improvements suggest- 
ed under a national health plan 
would be municipal doctors and 
public health nurses, less contagious 
diseases and avoidance of epidem- 
ics, clinics for removal of adenoids 
and tonsils, for tuberculosis and 
optical examinations, maternal wel- 
fare centres, free treatment for 
venereal diseases and cancer. 

A national health plan should 
result In a much lower death rate, 
especially nmong children and 
mothers, and greater length of life 
In general. The nature of farm 
work makes for serious Illnesses 
through accidents and heavy lift- 
ing. 

Farm folk should retire from 
such onerous work at an earlier 
age. Inalde toilets should be In 
every Jurat school and n bathroom 
In every farm homo. To quote a 
noted city physician, "Inflammation 
of the inner organs Is a direct 
cause of outside Inconveniences. 
We should bo ashamed." 

A national health plan should In- 
sure a much healthier and happier 
people.
